Kensas Warden Would Give Convicts 
Opportunity to Support Their 
Families During Terms. 
TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 25.—A plan 
to double the duration of minimum 
sentences but let the convict spend 
six months, of each year at home 
earning the living of his family, 18 
advocated by Warden J. K. Codding 
of the Kansas Penitentiary. He will 
ask Gov. Arthur Capper to authorize 
the experiment and says no addi- 

tional expense is necessary. 

“We are trying to reform prison- 
ers,” said the Warden, “and the way 
to do that is to give them 4 chance. 
It doesn’t tend to reform a man to 
drag him from his home for a year 
or two. Asa rule the home is broken 
and the prigoner loses what little 
property he has. 

“My suggestion is to let him work 
at his trade or on his land in the 
summer until he has laid by enough 
for his family’s support during the 
winter. Then take him back to the 
penitentiary until spring. The pris-

Mayor Asks Reason for Attack; 
Player Says City Is Going 
Toward Bankruptcy. 


Mayor Kiel and Comptroll Player, 
meeting today at a session of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, en- 
Saged in a personal debate over the 
interview given by Player yesterday 


afternoon attacking the Kiel adminis- 
tration. 

In that interview Player commented 
on the fact, shown by data accompany- 
ing the “Tub” Becker story, printed ex- 
Clusively in the oPst-Dispatch, that 8 
Republican City Committeemen are 
drawing pay from the city treasury, a 
total of $60,750 a year. He said condi- 
tions in the city government are worse 
now than they have been since the 
administration of Cyrus P. Walbridge, 
who is now heading the movement for 
Kiel’s re-election. 

He also said, in the interivew, that the 
Mayor's claim of having fulfilled 17 out 
of 18 pledges in his platform of four 
years ago was pure bunk.’ He said 
Kiel had failed to keep his promise to 
inaugurate efficiency and economy, and 
that he was building up a machine of 
Republican job holders which, if the 
Legislature should give St. Louis home 
rule, would dominate the State as well 
as the city.

The murderer took a pair of House's 
trousers and a pair of his shoes to re- 
place those which he left behind. The 
discarded trousers are dark brown with 
red and blue “salt-and-pepper’’ mixture. 
They are well worn and had been 
patched with blue serge. A cleaners’ 
label on them has the name Yoder,and 
the number 2475 in indelible ink. The 
buttons show they were purchased at 
the T. B. Boyd’s Furnishing Goods Co.’s 
store. 

Inquiry by Post-Dispatch reporters dis- 
closed that Andrew B. Yoder, who con- 
ducts a cleaning establishment at 4347 
Prarie avenue, uses his name and a num- 
ber on a label to identify garments 
brought to him to be cleaned. The num- 
ber, 2476, on the trousers left by the 
murderer, indicated, Yoder said, 
the trousers were cleaned by him a long 
time ago, as he is now up in six fig- 
ures. He keeps only a temporary record 
and has no idea who brought the 
trousers to him.

Peace without victory, however, is not 
wholly rejected. Moderate organs like 
the Tageblatt and Vorwaerts strongly 
indorse it. The conservative newspapers 
demand German victory, and papers like 
the Vocsiche Zeitung and Morgen Post 
claim that nnn is already the vic- 


The Tageblatt concludes by saying that 
every intelligent man in Germany who 
desires a permanent and assured peace 
can subscribe to most of President Wil- 
son's principles. 

The Vorwaerts says that President 
Wilson’s outline of the principles of fu- 
ture peace are as possible of discussion 
by the central Powers as the entente’s 
war aims are impossible, as, it says, the 
entente is striving for the exact opposite 
of peace without victory, and without 


humiliation. 


The Morgen Post adopts a critical at- 


titude, concluding its article: 


“We and our allies did what we copld 
to open the path for a return of peace 
to the world, but the enemy did what 
he could to interpose a barrier. Now 
we must remove the obstacles with the 


sword. When these are removed it will 


be time to talk peace ideas with Presl- 


tor. dent Wilson, but not before.“ 


. Reference te Poland. 

The President’s reference to Poland 
calls for the answer that the central, 
Powers have done more for the inde- 
pendence of the Poles than ever has 
been done before, but that President 
Wilson’s demand for a united Poland 
cannot be realized if it means the sep- 
aration of the province of Posen and 
other Polish sections of Prussia, for 
this would involve the subjection of mil- 
lions of Germans to the rule of the 
Poles, which would be unthinkable. 

The suggestion that all nations should 
be given access to the seas is generally 
understood here as favoring the open- 
ing of the Dardanelles to Russia. It is, 
however, asked whether the President 
means to demand the neutralization of 
the Srtaight of Gibralta an dthe Suez

ally point out that the President's sug- 
gestion of freedom of the seas is also 
the German demand, but Count von 
Reventlow, in the Tages Zeitung, ad- 
mits that freedom of the seas already 
exists in peace times. x 

Mr. Wilson's ideas regarding perma- 
nent organization to preserve peace are 
discussed from various standpoints, but 
for the most part in an attitude of 
doubt. The Kreuz Zeitung cites Von 
Moltke’s famous declaration that eter- 
nal peace is only a dream and not even 
a beautiful one. 

First Impression. 

The first impression made by President 
Wilson’s speech before the Senate, as 
reflected in newspaper editorials, is not 
an unfriendly one, although the Presi- 
dent is regardeé as having brought up 
certain points which the central Powers 
find it impossible to concede. 

The Tuesday night editions of the Lo- 
kal Anzeiger and the National Zeitung, 
the former of which has repeatedly 
shown a most friendly attitude toward 
everything American, saw in the entire 
Wilson move impractical idealism and 
characterized the President ag an an- 
mated theorist.”’ The speech is called 
a philosophical-theological work com- 
posed of beautiful words which are im- 


The Kreuz Zeitung pays honor to Pres- 
ident Wilson’s “idealism’’ and says: 
“Most of his, principles correspond en- 
tirely with the tendencies of the policy 
which we have hitherto pursued and 
want to continue to pursue, whereas 
they are sharply antagonistic to the pol- 
icy of our enemies.“ It concludes: “All 
three of President Wilson's final pro- 
posals strike the English world empire, 
not Germany. May he succeed in real- 
izing his plans.“ 

“Partiality to Entente.“ 

Count Reventlow, in the Tages Zeit- 
ung, reproaches President Wilson for 
what it terms ostensible sins of omis- 
sion at an earlier date which make 
difficult the realization of his present 
hope, such as failing to hold Great Brit- 
ain to the principles of the 
Peace with- 
out victory, the writer says, would 
spell ruin for Germany, and.the real- 
ization of President Wilson's principle 
generally would eliminate Germany and 
her allies as factors of power and cut 
their life nerves. The speech of the 
President, says Count Reventlow, shows 
the same partiality for the entente 
which has always been shown since the 
war began. 

Die Post finds a papal style’ in the 
speech, and says: President Wilson 
more than ever before regards himself 
politically and morally called to be the 
judge of the peoples of the earth.“ 

The editor declines to discuss in de- 
tail the political romanticism’ of the 
speech, which te regards as little in 
harmony with the iast American naval 
bill, which, h says, was the largest in 
the history of the world. He adds that 
the Government must give an emphatic 
negative to any American attempt to 
interfere in Eurcepean affairs.

Member of British War Council 
Replies to Wilson Address 
in Public Speech. 


“WAR OF AGGRESSION” 


“Barriers Against Barbarism 
Swept Aside, and No Neutral 
Has Protested.“ 


BRISTOL, England, Jan. 2%.—Address- 
ing a meeting in connection with the 
war loan campaign, Andrew Bonar Law, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer and a mem- 
ber of the British War Council, last 
night made the following reply to Presi- 
dent Wilson’s speech to the United 


15000 GHEST INWERITANCE 
EXEMPT UNDER NEW TAX BILL| 


. JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 25.—The 
inheritance tax bill will be intro- 
duced tomorrow as one of the Gard- 
ner revenue measures, taxes all in- 
herited wealth, except small amounts, 
ranging from $5000 to the wife and 
$2000 to each child, to $100 inherited 
by relatives of the fourth and fifth 
degree. Charitable and religious gifts 
are exempt. 

The tax will range from 1 to 30 
per cent. Legatees are divided into 
five classes: First class, wife and 
children; second, fathers and moth- 
ers, brothers and sisters, sons-in- 
law and daughters-in-lawt third, 
Srandparents, uncles and aunts; 
fourth, great-uncles and sreat-aunts; 
fifth, all others. 

Bequests in excess of the exemp- 
tions, and less than $20,000 will be 
taxed as follows: First degree 1 per 
cent; ond, 2 per cent; third, 3 per 
cent; ‘Tourth, 4 per cent; fifth, 5 per 
cent. ' 

The rate is doubled for amounts 
between $20,000 and $650,000, trebled 
from 850, e to $100,000, For amounts 


States Senate: 

“The end of the war is peace. The} 
Germans made us what they have called 
an offer of peace. It received from 
the allied Governments the reply which 
it deserved—the only possible reply. 

“Most of you have, however, I pre- 
sume, read the speech by President Wil- 
son, which appeared in yesterday's pa- 
pers. It is a frank speech, and it is 
right that any member of the allied 
Governments who refers to it should 
speak with equal frankness. It is im- 
possible that he and we can look on it 
from the same point of view. 

“The head of a great neutral, what- 
ever his private views may be—and I 
know as little as any of you what they; 
are—must adopt a neutral attitude. 
America is very far removed from the 
horrors of this war. We are in the 
midst of them. America is neutral; we 
are not neutral. We believe that the 
essence of this conflict is a question 
which is as old as time—the difference 
between right and wrong. We believe, 
we know, that this war is a war of 
naked aggression, that crimes which 
have accompanici the conduct of the 
war, which have been unknown in the 
world for centuries, are small in com- 
parison with the initial crime of plung- 
ing the worid into war by cold-blooded 
calculation because thgse responsible 
thought it would pay. me 

President Wilson’s Aim. 

President Wilson’s speech had this 
aim—to gain peace now and secure peace 
for the future. That is our aim, and our 
only aim. He hoped to secure this by 
a league of peace, and he not only spoke 
in favor of such a league, but he is try- 
ing to induce the American Senate to 
take the steps necessary to give effect 
to it. It would not be right to regard 
this proposal as something altogether 
Utopian. 

Fou know that almost up to our own 
day duelling continued, and just as the 
settling of private disputes by the sword 
has now become unthinkable, so, I think 
we may bope that the time will come 
when all the nations of the world wil 
play the part which Cromwell described 
as his life work—to act as constable and 
keep peace. That time will come I hope. 

“But this whole subject is not an ab- 
stract question for the future. It is a 
question of life and death now. In 
judging whether that result can be se- 
cured by this method, it is impossible 
for us to forget the past. For genera- 
tions humane men, men of good will 
among all nations, have striven by The 
Hague Convention, by peace conferences 
and by all other means to make war 
impossible, or at least to mitigate the 
herrors of war. When war comes, by 
what means can these barriers built up 
against barbarism be made effective? 
They cannot be preserved by the bel- 
ligerents if any of them choose to ignore 
them. It is only from neutral states 
that effective sanction can be given to 
them. 

Barriers Swept Aside. 

‘What happened? At the very out- 
break of the war the Germans swept 
aside every one of these barriers. They 
tore up treaties which they themselves 
solemnly signed. They strewed mines 
in the open sea. They committed every 
atrocity on sea and land against The 
Hague convention, which they had 
themselves signed. They made war on 
women and children. They destroyed 
neutrals as ruthlessly as they did their 
enemies. They are at this moment driv- 
ing the population of conquered terri- 
tories into slavery, and, worse even than 
that, they are making some of the sub- 
jects of their enemies take up arms 
against their own country. 

“All this has been done, and no neu- 
tral Power has been able to stop it. 
No neutral Power, indeed, has made 
any protest against it. We must then 
take other means to secure the future 
of the peace of the world. 

“We have rejected the German offer 
to enter into negotiations, not from 
lust of conquest or desire for shining 
victories. We have rejected it, not 
from a spirit of vindictiveness or a 
desire for revenge, but because peace 
now would mean a peace based on 
victory. It would be a peace which 
would leave the military machine un- 
broken, with the halo of success sur- 
rounding it. It would leave the con- 
trol of that machine in the hands of 
the same men who for a generation 
prepared for war, who would make 
the same preparation again and who 
would chose their own time to plunge 
the world into the horrors which we 
are now enduring. 

“Our aim is the same as spam. 
Wilson's. What he is longing f 
are fighting for. Our sons and b — 
ers are risking their lives for it, and 
we mean to secure it. The hearts of 
the peopel of this country are longing 
for peace; we are praying for peace, 
for a peace which will bring back to 
us in safety those who are fighting 
our battles, and a peace which will 
mean that those who will not come 
back have not laid down their lives in 
vain.”

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Anti-Saloon League Trustees in 
Secret Session Restore E. 
F. Jones to Place. 


H. D. THOMPSON WILL AID 


Hay and the Rev. E. T. Clark 
Resign Trusteeships — Old 
Guard's Promises Doubted. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. %.—Sus- 

picion of old guard promises is in some 

degree responsible for a decision reached 


at a secret meeting Tuesday night of 
the board of trustees of the Missouri 
Anti-Saloon League for a complete 
change in plans for promoting dry leg- 
islation at this session of the Legisia- 
ture. The trustees voted that Charles 
M. Hay, a St. Louis lawyer who has 
been .considered the dry leader of the 
State, should be withdrawn from the 
legislative field. Then Hay and Rev. 
Elmer T. Clark of St. Louis, and sev- 
eral whose names have not been made 
public, resigned as trustees of the 
league. 

At the beginning of the session of the 
Legislature the Anti-saloon League 
sent the Rev. Mr. Shupp and E. F. 
Jones, superintendent of the leagte, to 
Jefferson City to look after the dry in- 
terests. They tried to control the or- 
ganization of -the Senate and lost the 
fight, causing considerable bitterness 
among members of the Legislature. Sev- 
eral dry legislators said no outsiders 
should attempt to dictate the organiza- 
tion of either house of the Legisiature. 

Appointment of Hay Made. 

Jones is a Republican and many Dem- 
ocratic members considered it bad pol- 
icy te send a Republican to influence a 
Legislature a majority of the members 
of which are Democrats. The Rev. Mr. 
Shupp and Jones were recalled and the 
St. Louis headquarters of the league an- 
nounced Hay would mags frequert trips 
to Jefferson City, and be in control of 
the dry interests. 

Then it became ‘nown in Jefferson 
City that old guard members, who al- 
ways have been opponents to Anti- 
saloon League movements, had agreed 


that the three bills on which the drys 4 


had centered their attention should pass 
both houses. These bills provide for the 
submission of the prohibition amend- 
ment, for the right to contest a prohibi- 
tion election and for permission to have 
watchers and challengers in the polling 
places. 1 0 

When the board of ee consist - 
ing of 80 persons, met here Tuesday 
night, Jones, who for many years has 
been active in politics as a dry worker. 
was prepared to fight for his place as 
legislative representative of the league. 
Just what took place within the meet- 
ing has not been disclosed, but it is 
known the Hay trustees and the Jones 
trustees lined up quickly and that there 
was a sharp contest in which the Hay 
members said it never would do for 
Jones, a Republican, to be in charge of 
the legislative work of the league, while 
the Jones members came back with a 
proposition that Jones, a Republican, 
and H. D. Thompson of La Belle, a 
Democrat, should be in charge of the 
work in Jefferson City. 

Suspicious of Old Guard. 

The Jones men also are said to have 
advanced the argument that Hay is in- 
terested in Democratic politics and that 
the old guard promise to permit the 
desired legislation could not be relied 
upon. They are said to have contend- 
ed Hay could not devote all of his 
time to the ‘work in Jefferson City and 
that the situation demanded that men 
be on the job all the time to watch ths 
progress of the bills. 

The Hay members were defeated in 
their fight to retain him in control of 
affairs and the resignations followed 

The Rev. Dr. Clark admitted to the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that he and 
Hay had resigned from the board of 
trustees. He denied, however, that there 
wat friction in the ranks of the drys, 
and said the resignations were due to 
numerous other duties he and Hay had 

While Jones and Thompson will rep- 
resent the Anti-Saloon League, the ad- 
visory council of the dry forces of the 
State, which represents the nw. GC. Ge 
the Prohibition party, -the Anti-Saloon 
League and other dry organizations are 
planning to select a man to represent 
it. A member said this man, when se- 
lected, would ‘‘co-operate with Jones 


and Thompson.”’

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BY THE EMPEROR 


Action Obtained: by Premier 
Terauchi to Prevent Adverse 
Vote as to His Ministry. 


TOKJO, Japan, Jan. 2%.—The Emperor 
hag dissolved the House of Representa- 
tives. 

By the drastic step of obtaining the 
dissolution of the House, Premier Ter- 
auchi dramatically ended its existence 
before an opportunity was given for a 
vote on lack of confidence in the Min- 
istry. 

Following the excitement caused by an 
attempt to assassinate Yukio Ozaki, 
leader of the Constitutional party and 
former Minister of Justice, who had a 
narrow escape, the lower House was 
packed with spectators and the session 
was a tumultous one. Takeshi Inukai, 
leader of the Kokuminto (national) par- 
ty, led the attack on the Ministry, ac- 
cusing it of being unconstitutional. Con- 
fronted with the certainty of an adverse 
vote, Premier Terauchi said the sit- 
uation involved the prosperity of the em- 
pire and declared that while he main- 
tained the confidence of Emperor Yoshi- 
hito, he could not accept the verdict 
of the House. 

Ozaki mounted the rostrum to con- 
tinue attacks on the.Government, when 
an imperial messenger suddenly ap- 
peared with the rescript of dissolution. 
The members of the House dispersed in 
an uproar. 

Elections to the new House of Rep- 
resentatives probably will be held jn 
April or May. There are indications 
that, in view of the criticism of a non- 
party Ministry, Premier Terauchi will 
throw his forces to the Seiyu-Kai (con- 
stitutional) phrty. which is said to fa- 
vor the new China policy outlined by 
Premier Terauchi and Foreign Minister | 
Motono. 

The attempt to assassinate Ozaki was 
made when he was addressing a mass 
meeting called to demand the resignation 
of the Cabinet.

ing Barnes in his home June 24 last 
and turning him over to the police. 


Barnes, who was not expected to 
testify in his defense, elected to take 
the stand when court convened this 
morning. At the conclusion of his 
testimony the attorneys began their 
arguments, and it was expected the 
case would go to the jury during the 
afternoon. Barnes is 80 years old 
and lives at 1426 Biddle street, John- 
son, who was 29, died at the city hos- 
pital a few hours after he was 
wounded. 

Several State witnesses yesterday 
testified they heard Johnson declare 
shorly before his death, “The man I 
had arrested last summer for robbing 
my house is the man who shot me.” 

Persons who said they heard this 
statement were John W. Brewer and 
Mrs. Daisy Brewer of 3649A Garfield 
avenue; Johnson’s widow, Mrs. Augusta 
Johnson, and Fred Brane of 3733 St. Fer- 
dinand street, all of whom went to 
the city hospital soon after the shooting. 
The Brewers and Brane testified that 
when Mrs. Johnson was out of the room 
Johnson said to them that his wife 
would soon be a widow and he wished 
them to witness that he wanted her to 
have his property. This was relied 
upon by the State to show that John- 
son’s words were a dying declaration, 
and upon this ground Judge Rassieur 
ruled they were admissible as evidence, 
over the objection of the attorneys for 
the defense. 

The defense aitempted to establish an 
alibi for Barnes. John Shender, a team- 
ster, testified that Barnes spent the 
night with him in his room at 4208 
Easton avenue. Mrs. Walter Black, the 
landlady, said she played cards in her 
home with Barnes, SHender and Mrs. 
Nora Katz, from 9 o’clock the night of 
Oct. 23 until 12:30 a. m., 10 minutes earlier 
than the shooting took place, and that 
Barnes retired at 1 o’clock with Shend- 
er without having left the house. 

Two patrolmen testified that when 
they found Johnson lying wounded on 
the sidewalk hé told them he thought 
Barnes shot him; but was not sure, as 
the man ran up from behind.

DESERTED TWICE 
AS ONLY ESCAPE 
FROM PROMOTION 


As Sailor and Soldier Young 
Briton’s Past Drove Him From 
Proffered Advancement. 


Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Jan. 12.—When Henry Ham- 
ton was about 14 years old he stole 10 
cents. From that moment, as the story 
was revealed here in court, honest 
achievement promised disgrace a6 its 


only reward, 
Hamilton is a young man of consider- 


ableeability and an unceasing yearning 


to raise himself above his fellows. For 
his theft he was given three years in 
prison. When he stepped out to free- 
dom he was not a penitent youth. His 
three years behind bars had taught him 
nothing except that the next time he 
should be more skilful in his efforts. 
Again he fell and landed in prison. Lib- 
erated, he once more stumbled into 
criminality and was put behind the bars. 
In 1913 he was released on license, 
Promotion Mean Exposure. 

From these bitter experiences Hamil- 
ton had learned that crime did not pay. 
So, turned out of prison, he went to sea. 
A little more than a year later, when 
England entered the war, he enlisted in 
the navy and was assigned to the dread- 
nought Dauntless. He gave his mind 
and his activities to his work. His su- 
periors soon remarked his ability and 
performance. 

One day Hamilton was called before 
his commanding officer and told that he 
was to be promoted. A sickly smile 
curved Hamilton's Ups and into his eyes 
came a strange light or fear. 

The officer imagined Hamilton felt 
himself incapable of assuming higher 
rank. But Hamilton knew what promo- 
tion meant to him. He knew that his 
life would have to be laid bare in mak- 
ing up the record on which his supe- 
riors would judge his qualifications for 
elevation. He knew that his terms in 
prison would not only bar him from 
higher rank, but would expose him to 
shame. In the place he then held he 
was regarded highly; his penal servi- 
tude could not take that away. But 
he could not remain where he was; so 


jhe deserted. 


Tried the Army Next. 

But other men were serving their 
country and his country. In his heart 
and mind patriotism still blazed, and, 
confident that in another line of mili- 
tary activity he would be permitted to 
make his way without the dread of ad- 
vancement, he enlisted in the army. 
Here he so quickly mastered the details 
of the routine and showed such an apti- 
tude for command and ability to think 
quickly in emergencies, that the Colo- 
nel of his regiment, remarking the 
progress of the enlisted man through 
the various noncommissioned grades, 
picked him out for promotion to a sec- 
ond lieutenancy. This rank was qualified 
by the word temporary.“ He per- 
formed his duties so excellently that, 
following campaigns in Salonica and 
Alexandria, he was detailed to the gen- 
eral headquarters staff in Egypt. 

Here a new peril confronted Hamilton. 
His pay was about $1 a day and the 
mess charge for an officer was $1.78 a 
day. He was not in the position of most 
other officers, with incomes. As a non- 
commissioned officer he received his 
food free. The circumstances seemed to 
him to demand that he quit his higher 
duties. He asked his commanding of- 
ficer to relieve him of this. 

“That cannot be done,’ he was told. 
Fou are too valuable to us here.“ 

Once more the only safe avenue ap- 
peared to lie along the enurse he had 
pursued before—desertion. It was not 
his intention to withdraw from the serv- 
ice, but knowing that he could not meet 
the financial requirements of a leuten- 
ancy, he departed. 

He was then without money. He suc- 
ceeded in getting to London, where his 
condition was not improved. Poverty 
and ‘starvation were all that he could 
see. So, to relieve his necessities, he 
drew and cashed a worthless check for 
about $500. He was caught and arraigned 
for trial in London Sessions before Sir 
Robert Wallace. 

To the court he told the whole story. 
His tale was bulwarked by an investi- 
gation made by the police. 

My hands are tied by the law.“ said 
Sir Thomas, and because of this fact 
I am compelled to sentence you to pris- 
on for a year. However, I shall send all

If the to- 
tal losses are calculated at about 
2,000,000, the German reserves wovldstill 
number 7,000,000 out of the 9,000,000 with 
which the war was begun. On the oth- 
er hand, large numbers of young men 
have reached the age of military serv- 
ice during the war. According to a 
conservative calculation, Germany has 
had in this way an addition of 1,500,000 
to her forces.“ 

The National Zeitung says that if the 
soldiers who have passed the age limit 
for military service have been retained 
with the colors, the net loss as a re- 
suit of the war thus far would be per- 
hape 660,000, or at most 1,000,000, and con- 
tinues: * 

“Germany still has at least 8,000,000 
men to use on the front, or for the 
navy, and therefore we do not over- 
state the case in pointing out that Ger. 
many, by comparison with the former 
date (date not given), has a much 
larger number of men on the front.“

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FARM LOAN ACT 
MAY HELP REDUCE 
COST OF FOOD 


Will Provide More Farms and 
Result in Better Cultivation 
of Land. 


By FRANK R. WILSON, 
Federal Farm Loan Bucrau. 
The sixth and last of a series of 


articles on the.Farm Loan Act. 
The main points of the Federal Farm 


Loan act have been set forth in the 
preceding installments. The reader will 


readily see that this act is a new thing 
in this country, and is liable to have an 
important effect on our social and 
financial life. 

Let us briefly suggest some of its 
possible effects: 

The rapidly increasing cost of living 
has of late given American thinkers a 
great deal of uneasiness. The fact is 
everywhere recognized that our city 
population has bee. increasing more 
rapidly than the rural population. Every 
day there are some more, “mouths to 
feed, but there is only a slowly increased 
acreage upon which this food is pro- 
duced. Two important facts are there- 
fore patent: 

First, more farms must be established 
to provide homes for more producers, 
and, second, the land under cultivation 
must be farmed more carefully and with 
more and better equipment to meet the 
growing demand for food. 

Farm Tenantry a Curse. 

The farm loan act will have a strong 
influence toward a realization of both 
of these ideals. 

Farm tenantry is a curse whose worst 
effects are lowered fertility and in- 
efficient farm methods. The tenant is 
rot a normal farmer. The trasient na- 
ture of his living makes maximum pro- 
duction impossible. He is often not a 
meat producer, because he is not on one 
farm long enough to build up a herd of 
livestock. He is a grain farmer, and a 
grain farmer is a sapper of fertility. He 
is engaged in the pastime of hauling the 
fertility of his landlord's soil to market. 
With approximately one-half of the 
farm lands of the country in the hands 
of tenants, America is cashing in her 
land fertility at an amazing rate. 

The farm loan act has for one of its 
important purposes the placing of land 
irto the hands of owners who will farm 
it. with the inspiration that comes from 
ownership. The owner of land treats it 
so as to conserve its fertility. He is a 
permanent fixture in the neighborhood. 
He markets his crop through his live- 
stock, returning the fertility to the soil. 
A nation of land owners means a nation 
with a constantly increasing capacity to 
produce food for its people. 

But the farm loan act will do more 
for agriculture than merely supplying 
cheap money. The act actually speci- 
files how the money borrowed shall be 
spent. It says that unless used to pay 
debts, it shall be spent on things that 
will contribute to more production on 
the same acreage. So the farm loan act 
means a higher and better type of 
agriculture. 

But some students of the act believe 
its greatest contribution will be the stim. 
ulation to the practice of co-operation. 
Co-operation is its basic fact. Farmers 
are required to get together into groups 
to secure its benefits. When they put 
their mortgages together for the 
sake of getting cheaper money, they 
will also form the habit of co-operating 
in other problems of common interest. 
Who knows but that these co-operative 
associations may become the business 
and social units of farm society? 

Saving to Farmers. 

The financial saving to the farmers of 
America would alone be enough to jus- 
tify this enactment. On a volume of 
$4,000,000,000 our farmers are paying now 
nearly 9 per cent annually, all of which 
is a tax on all the people because it 
limits consumption by handicapping the 
producver. If this rate should be re- 
duced by 4 per cent it would mean an 
actual annual saving of $160,000,000. But 
this estimate of the money to be saved 
does not take into consideration the 
fact that the normal volume of farm 
loan business will greatly increase with 
an advantageous interest rate. 

The success of the farm loan banking 
system is now up to the farmers them- 
selves. They have been given the co- 
operative machinery to finance them- 
selves without profit to ary individuals. 
They have been given the machinery 
for governing their own financial insti- 
tutions and maintaining control of them. 
So carefully is their ownership guarded 
no matter who buys stock in the Fed- 
eral land banks eventually none but 
the farmers may have voting power. 

Yes. the Federal farm loan act is some- 
what revolutionary. It upsets all past 
practices in farm finance. It puts the 
interests of the majority above the in- 
terest of the few. It gives the under 
dog a chance. It writes “Humanity 
First“ across the ledger of modern busi- 
ness.

Thereafter orders were given for the 
necessary guards, and then I let the 
crew leave their posts. “‘All hands free 
tonight!“ was the word. 

Until tomorrow on the bottom of the 
ocean! No other restfulness can be com- 
pared with it. Rest after so much ex- 
citement which has stirred the emotions 
of us all! After such a day’s work is it 
possible that anyone can appreciate how 
we enjoyed ourselves?

BOSTON, Jan. 2%.—After 41 years, the 
han of solitary confinement in the State 
prison at Charlestown has been lifted 
from Jesse Pomeroy, who, for hideous 
crimes, culminating in murder in his 
boyhood, was sentenced to life impris- 
onment in September, 1876. The State 
Prison Executive Committee yesterday 
granted Pomeroy equal privileges with 
the other prisoners at Charlestown. 

In 1876 he entered the prison a sturdy, 
red-cheeked, black-haired and, but for 
a cast in one of his eyes, a decidedly 
good-looking lad. He will come out of 
the cell in which he has been penned for 
the greater part of his life a half-blind, 
sallow, bald-headed man nearly 56 years 
old, with a wrinkled face and a shyness 
of manner that has grown on him in his 
solitary cell. 

Outwardly a normal, bright and gentle 
boy, Pomeroy was innately a fiend. Time 
and again he obeyed impulses that 
caused him to denude children and beat 
them with ropes until their flesh was 
seared and they became unconscious. 
From that he passed to slashing his lit- 
tle victims with Knives and finally mur- 
dering them. 

His crimes began in 1871. His father, | 
a Civil War Veteran, worked in an ab- 
attoir; his mother kept a small dress- 
making shop. They were thrifty, re- 
spectable folk. It was recalled later that 
\ his mother, in the months preceding his

The Executive Council finally vot- 
ed 6 to 3 for commutation to life im- 
prisonment, in solitary confinement. 

Since then only his keeper and his 
mother have seen him. She was al- 
iowed monthly visits. She died two 
years ago, fighting for his pardon. 

In his new surroundings Pomeroy 
will have a cell whose window will give 
him a view of the street and passers 
by. He will take his meals with the 
other convicts and will be permitted the 
use of knife, fork and spoon, hitherto 
denied him,

An appropriation of $475,000 is granted to pur- 
chase machinery and provide a working capital 
for prison industries and of $275,000 for the pur- 
chase of farm lands and rock quarries. Articles 
used in State and local institutions are to be 
given the preference in manufacture.

Hughes had resigned in full vigor. Those were 
Curtis of Massachusetts, who after filing a strong 
dissent to the Dred Scott decision, left the bench; 
Campbell of Alabama. who retired to join the Con- 
federacy, and Davie of Illinois, who accepted an 
election as United States Senator. 

Referuing to “the latest” and, as he trusted, 
“the last” of such resignations, the speaker said: 
“Hereafter any member of that great court who 
shall not register an irrevocable, self-denying or- 
dinance forever withdrawing himself from politi- 
cal contests, must be conscious that his judicial 
ut ces may be cited to his political advantage 
or disadvantage.” 

Uttered in that presence, these were brave 
words and true, for they brought mercilessly into 
a light a recent painful experjence. More pow- 
‘erful than any homily, however, is the tate of Mr. 
Hughes himself. He was enticed from the court 
to save a party without leadership or principles. 
Otherwise he would not have been disturbed. It 
will probably never happen again. 
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CLEAN UP THE OITY. 
The Post-Dispatch suggests that there be 


added to the list of things accomplished during 
the Kiel administration the cleaning of the city. 
St. Louis is dirty. A glance at the streets and 
public buildings is sufficient to prove it to the 
casual obseryer. The Court House is a sight. It 
looks like a section of the blighted district. ‘The 
‘ritkety basement entrances on the north side 


Germany that invaded Belgium and destroyed. 
Servia that the guarantees of a permanent peace’ 
“must neither recognize nor imply a difference be- 
tween big nations and small, between those that 
are powerful and those that are weak.“ 

It would mean admission by the greatest mili- 
tary Power of history that “right must be based 
upon common strength, not upon individual’ 
| strength,” and that the limitation of armament 
both on land and sea is the most immediately and 
intensely practical question connected with the 
future of nations and of mankind.” 

It would mean admission by the German autoc- 
racy that “no nation should seek to extend its 
policy over any other nation, but that every peo- 
ple should be left free to determine its own policy, 
its own development, unhindered, unthreatened, 
unafraid, the little along with the great and pow- 
erful.” 

It would mean that the Kaiser, who has just pro- 
posed peace in the name of Germany “conscious of 
victory” now assents to the dictum that it must 


be “a peace without victory,” which concedes an 


equality of rights. 

To accept and indorse the President's address, 
Germany must revolutionize its previous theories 
of government. It must turn its back upon force 
and set its heel upon despotism and become as 
completely a new Germany as France of the re- 
public became a new France after the downfall of 
Napoleon III. It is no German peace that Presi- 
dent Wilson has proposed to the world, but a peace 
of democracy. 

St. Petersburg, Fla., will not change its name to 
Petrograd. Such a change might be regarded as 
unneutral. 
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SUFFRAGE FLAG OF 13 STARS. 
North Dakota grants woman suffrage on the 


same terms as Illinois. They may vote for presi- 
dential electors and all statutory State and local 
officers. They are denied a choice in the election 
of constitutional officers. | 


So, although 1916 ended disastrously for the 


cause, suffrage amendments being defeated at the 
polls in New Jersey, New York, Massachusétts and 
Pennsylvania, 1917 opens reassuringly. As the 
thirteenth suffrage state, equaling the original 
total of all states in the Union, North Dakota may 
have an omen of good luck. The legislatures of 
39 other states afe in session and in most of them 
the votes for women issue is up. Some may at 
least accord qualified suffrage. 

The century. opened with but four suffrage 
states. Nine have been added in the last six 
years. Even in the absence of a Federal amend- 
ment a gratifying rate of progress seems to be 
maintained.

Sharpe was really the instigator of 
the present Boxing Commission and 
it was he who drafted the code which 
has since been adopted here and in 
at least two tber Missouri cities— 
where it is observed, not winked at. 


For the Good of the Game. 


HARPE fought the battles of the 
promoters with the Police 


Board, in some of their clashes, and 
won by discreet handling.

Sharpe is one of the most experi- 
enced, competent, trustworthy offi- 
cials in the game today—there are 
few of them—one who has shown him- 
self to be beyond conscious bias or in- 
fluence of any description.
